1* mil Uzhgorod (N 1*3-38, B 22-16) civilian airfield (eee diagram, page 2) 
was looated one kilometer northwest of Uzhgorod on the Uzhgorod- Jenkovbe 
(if 1*6-39, B 22-13) road, juat north of the Ug River. 


2. The airfield (eee diagram, page 3) *a» 700 metere long eaet to west and 
500 metere vide north to aouthj it was trapezoidal in ehape. The level 
■urface (natural drainage) was grass-covered except for the concrete 
runway and apron. There were no ob'etruotione . I recall no technical 
facilities except runway lights. There were no hardetande or revetments. 
There was no POL dump on the field} a!ll aircraft were eerviced by trucks 
which came from Uzhgorod. The field had no defense installation* and no 
training schools. 

3. Other than two or three P0-2* there were no aircraft bated at this field. 
These F0-2* were parked on the south tide of the bonibed-out building (eee 
point 3 in diagram, page 3). Passenger aircraft, which landed at the field 
for only short periods, parked on the east eide of thie building to take 

on or let off passenger*. The field was used by airlines which made flights 
to Kiev (N 50-27, E' 30-32) at 1100 hours daily. The flight' to Kiev took 
three hours with a stopover at Lvov (N 1*9-50, E 2l*-00). Twice each week 
there were flights to Vienna and Budapest. 

i*. Weather conditions in the area were generally quite good. There was veiy 
little snow daring the winter months, and the runways were always kept 
cleared. Winds were prevailingly east-northeast.
